Mortality was seen in two studies performed using dogs as an experimental model. 

• The protocol for the first study included a total of 20 dogs. Three of 20 dogs from this study 
were found dead during the experimental period. Although no specific cause of death could be 
identified on the basis of clinical observations, gross pathology, or microscopic findings, the 
apparent cause of death in these animals was drug toxicity. 

• The protocol for the second study included a total of 60 dogs. One dog in this study was found 
dead during the experimental period. Although no specific cause of death could be identified 
on the basis of clinical observations, gross pathology, or microscopic findings, the apparent 
cause of death in this animal was drug toxicity.

Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress: 

The goal of each study was to generate non-rodent toxicology data for a drug being developed for 
the treatment of infectious disease. Each study was performed to support one or more regulatory 
submissions to the United States Food and Drug Administration (FDA); data from these studies will 
be included in those regulatory submissions. Both studies were performed using protocols that are 
consistent with FDA requirements for preclinical toxicology studies in non-rodent species, and both 
studies were performed in full compliance with FDA Good Laboratory Practice Regulations. 

Dogs were used in these studies in order to meet regulatory requirements for non-rodent toxicology 
studies, as defined by the FDA (see FDA Redbook). In both studies, dogs were observed at least 
twice per day for mortality, moribundity, or other clinical evidence of drug toxicity. In addition, 
body weight measurements, clinical pathology evaluations, and other endpoint evaluations were 
performed to identify and characterize any drug toxicity. 

No clinical signs suggesting pain or distress were recorded in any of these dogs prior to their death. 
Extensive microscopic evaluations of tissues from these dogs also failed to identify a specific cause 
of death or any other disease indication that may have caused pain or distress. However, we are 
reporting these four dogs in Column E because we cannot be certain that they did not experience 
pain or distress prior to their death. 

Use of analgesics or other pain relieving medications may interfere with drug distribution and/or 
metabolism, and would therefore interfere with the purpose of the study and the integrity of the 
data that was generated. For this reason, no analgesics or other pain relieving medications were 
administered to any animals during the study.

Asthma was induced by a series of three intraperitoneal (i.p.) injections of ovalbumin (OVA 100 pg and 
aluminium hydroxide 100 mg in 1 ml saline) on days 1, 3 and 5. After a subsequent 2-week sensitization 
period (during which the animals were returned to their cages without any additional treatment), the 
animals were placed in a cylindrical Plexiglas chamber where they were observed for at least 1 minute 
and then exposed to a nebulized solution of ovalbumin (5 mg/ml in saline) for 30 minutes using a 
commercial nebulizer with a constant pressure at ~0.3 ml/min. This protocol was be repeated at one day 
intervals for a total of 3 trials and induced asthmatic symptoms in the ovalbumin-sensitized guinea pigs. 

The sequence of respiratory signs observed in this model include rapid breathing, restlessness, chewing, 
ruffling of the fur, then labored breathing with the use of accessory muscles of respiration, prolonged 
expiration, gasping, coughing, dilation of alae nasi, and finally cyanosis and convulsion.

Animals were not given analgesic or anesthetics to relieve these symptoms, because such treatment 
would reduce or prevent the asthmatic symptoms, which are required for assessing the severity of 
responses.

The protocol was designed for the development of a model of Staphylococcus aureus infection 
similar to that observed in preterm infants housed in neonatal intensive care units. Piglets were 
administered with S. aureus intravenously on day 7 postpartum. The anticipated symptoms due 
to the infection were moderately reduced activity and formula intake, and the appearance of fever. 
The observed symptoms were reduced activity and a low grade fever.

The objective of the study is to colonize the intestine of the neonatal pig with human infant microbiota and 
investigate prebiotic effect of human milk oligosaccharides. The success of this study will reinforce the 
use neonatal piglet as a superior biomedical model and to increase the translatability and relevance of 
scientific findings obtained from piglet studies to the human infant. To accomplish this goal, piglets are 
obtained from cesarean-section, and devoid of colostrum contributing to high susceptibility to bacterial 
and viral infections. Although the newborn piglets receive oral administration of serum to compensate for 
colostrum deprivation, animals may experience reduced formula intake, moderate fever and diarrhea.

Observed clinical signs, including mild-to-moderate diarrhea, 
during the period of infection were essential findings for this research. Furthermore, research has 
demonstrated that some analgesics may have an antibacterial effect and this prevents us from using such 
compounds as it may mask the effects of the additives being tested. Again, our objective was to model a 
natural E. coli infection in weanling pigs, and identifying how nutritional interventions affect the natural 
progression of that E. coli infection (including the associated inflammatory response) provided crucial 
information for developing swine management practices for the industry. Hydration fluids were used when 
clinical signs of dehydration were identified by attending veterinarians.

The objective of 
study is to understand how the chronic peripheral infection and inflammation cause central 
inflammation and compromise brain development. Animals may develop diarrhea, high fever, and 
anorexia. We provide corresponding relief treatments, such as vasoline and silver cream to relieve any 
discomfort due to irritated skin caused by diarrhea; spray ethanol on body of piglet to reduce 
temperature and provide Swine BlueLite (a swine specific electrolyte widely used in farms) for 
rehydration, according to the veterinarians suggestions. If severe symptoms develops (e.g. rectal 
temp > 106*F), piglets are euthanatized immediately to avoid further pain. 

This study also exposes animals to Lipopolysaccharide (IPS) which is considered to mimic an acute 
bacterial infection in our model. Intraperitoneal LPS injection has been widely used as a model of 
immune challenge in rodents and pigs to induce an innate immune response indicative of a bacterial 
infection without actually exposing the animals to a live bacterial strain. The pain associate with LPS 
injection should be low.

Animals challenged with field (virulent) strains of PRRS virus will develop clinical signs, which are 
quite variable. In grower pigs, the most consistent clinical signs observed are those of respiratory 
disease such labored breathing and slight weight loss due to decreased appetite, as well as fever 
and rough hair coat. Specifically, clinical signs could include mildly decreased appetite, short- 
term (1-2 days) and low-grade (+1-2 degrees Fahrenheit) fever, and transient (1-2 days) respiratory 
signs (coughing, dyspnea).

Because this is a study aimed at measuring the level of protective immunity elicited by 
vaccination, the clinical response to the challenge infection with PRRS virus is part of the 
outcome that is being measured to determine protective immunity. Providing treatment to relieve 
the symptoms resulting from the virus challenge would alter the clinical measurements being 
monitored and recorded in order to determine the level of protective immunity elicited by the 
vaccination. Thus, allowing the disease to run its course is necessary in order to conduct a 
successful study.

The noise exposure 
was one of two types for each animal; none received both. One exposure was of 6 hours 
duration with the noise centered at 4kHz and generated by a TDTGNS 40x white noise 
generator. Each animal was exposed at a level of 105dB SPL for 6 hours. The other 
exposure was an impulse noise exposure that consisted of 155dB peak SPL impulse 
noise repeated 150 times over a 75 second time period.

Post-operatively animals are provided multi-modal analgesia and full supportive care to 
support impaired distal T13 functions (i.e., bladder expression, colonic motility). Animals are 
maintained on a soft substrate to prevent pressure sores and participate in daily socialization and 
enrichment activities to strengthen fore-limb function to aid in ambulation.

These studies investigate the pathogenesis of important human and animal pathogens following 
immunizations and therapeutic treatments. Animals are inoculated with the agent and followed over 
time to determine disease pathogenesis and response to treatment. Signs of disease may include 
respiratory sy mptoms, various degrees of lethargy and changes in body temperature. A scoring 
system has been developed w ith increased frequency of observation as the animal’s progress through 
these signs of disease. Animals reaching a certain score, indicative of the onset of the last phase of 
the disease, are discovered during the frequent monitoring periods and are humanely euthanized. 
Some animals rapidly progress from early clinical signs to death between the observ'ation periods.

Based on an extensive review of the literature, treatment or pain relieving drugs cannot be used as 
they would negate the results of the studies, as w ould premature euthanasia. The very nature of the 
studies is to identify the very genes responsible for virulence of these microbes. Our studies are also 
designed to test the therapeutic values of vaccine antigens or anti-infective molecules against 
infectious disease. The potential interaction between the test compound and pain relief medication 
would impact the results of the studies. In the context of vaccine efficacy and pathogenesis studies, 
the impact of pain relief medication on the immune system and inflammatory state of the host w ould 
most certainh interfere with the results of the studies. Immuno-modulatory' and inflammatory' 
modulation effects of pain relief molecules have been clearly observed and described in their use 
during the course of infection can therefore impact the results of the studies.

The animals will have intravenous catheters used to circulate fluids into and 
out of the animal. Experience has shown that the animals can entangle their 
legs within these lines and tubes or gain access and chew these lines. The 
stanchion is necessary to prevent this. If the catheters were dislodged or 
chewed the sheep could experience blood loss. The animals have continuous 
access to food and water and personnel provide continuous care of the 
animals during this time. 
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The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - 
Chicago has approved an exception to the minimum space requirements in Subpart D 
Section 3.80 Primary Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the 
Animal Welfare Act for the temporary housing of male and female baboons {Papio sp.). 
The exception granted was that the male cage does not have to provide twice the minimal 
area required to house one animal during periods of breeding and/or for social housing. 
This exception is for the period or time that a female baboon is placed in the male’s cage 
for the purpose of breeding and/or social housing. This period generally does not exceed

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - 
Chicago has approved an exception for the requirements in Subpart D Section 3.84 
Cleaning, Sanitation, Housekeeping, and Pest Control of the Standards promulgated 
to implement the Animal Welfare Act for cleaning/sanitation of primary cages. The 
exception granted was that cages used to house nonhuman primates maintained in a BSL- 
3 facility would be changed every thirty days instead of every 2 weeks. The exception 
was granted to minimize potential staff exposure to infectious agents as well as minimize 
potential macro-environment contamination of the BSL-3 facility during the cage 
changing process. Cages were spot cleaned during the 30 day period between cage 
sanitation on an as needed basis.

Some gilts may be housed in isolation due to experimental infection 
protocol. These studies utilize the piglets, and the sows are euthanized following delivery.

Agricultural Housing for Animal Assigned to Biomedical Studies : 

One investigator (one protocol) is approved for agricultural (i.e. on-farm) housing (gestation and 
farrowing crates) for sows to be used in a biomedical study. The only experimental treatment imposed 
on these sows will be provision of either choline-deficient or choline-adequate gestation diets, and the 
piglets produced from these sows are removed and housed according to Guide standards for the study. 
Thirty (30) sows were assigned to this protocol and housed in agricultural facilities during the reporting 
period.

Unrelieved Pain or Distress : 

Two investigators (5 protocols) are approved for unrelieved pain. 

Protocol 1: This research program uses the neonatal piglet as a preclinical model to assess the 
impact of prebiotics and infant formula components on gastrointestinal development. Piglets will be 


delivered via cesarean section and removed to artificial rearing system without benefit of colostrum. 
Piglets will not be treated with antibiotics or analgesics. However, if the piglets develop diarrhea, 
rehydration solution will be provided. 

Protocol 2: These studies will test whether lactoferrin. Bifidobacteria, or prebiotics 
(galactooligosaccharides; polydextrose) can prevent or reduce the severity of S. aureus infection in a 
piglet model of Staph septicemia. 

Protocol 3: These studies will investigate the developmental origins of the loss of stress 
resilience due to maternal infection during pregnancy in pigs. Sows will be inoculated with PRRS virus 
during the last third of pregnancy when fetal brain development is accelerated. A series of experiments 
will characterize the effects of maternal viral infection on piglets' postnatal microglial cell activation, 
pro-inflammatory gene expression in discrete brain regions, and resilience to stress by assessing the 
magnitude and duration of the ACTH and cortisol responses to behavioral tests for learning and 
memory, anxiety, frustration, and sociability. Following the behavioral tests, IPS will be injected into 
some piglets and they will be euthanized 4 hours later to assess cytokine responses. 

Protocol 4: These studies will investigate the effects of a viral infection during early development 
on cognition and neurogenesis in a piglet model. Piglets will be infected with PRRS virus at 7 days of age. 
Unavoidable clinical signs of viral pneumonia are expected. Endpoints will be brain anatomy 
determined by MRI, cognition testing by learning tasks, and neurogenesis determined by BrdU injection. 

Protocol 5: This protocol will be used to develop several behavioral assays that can be used to 
assess learning and memory, anxiety and stress, frustration, sociability, restricted repetitive behavior, 
and vocalization in the piglet model. Once these tests are developed, they will be used in future studies 
where the effects of nutrition, immune challenge, or environmental conditions can be investigated. 

Food Restriction : 

One investigator (one protocol) was approved to utilize mild food restriction of pigs (~85% of ad 
lib) for training and behavior testing purposes.
